'  A  dog  fed  upon  sugar  and  water  dies  in  thirty- 
,  four  days.  Rabbits  fed  upon  a  single  article,  as 
f  wheat,  oats,  or  cabbage,  die  within  fourteen  days. 
A  horse  fed  on  boiled  rice  lived  only  fifteen  days. 
Food  may  be  divided  into  the  following  classes : 
Ist.  Farinaceons  Food:  as  wheat,  oats,  rice,  coni, 

,  farina,  arrowroot,  potatoes,  beans,  peas,  etc. 

I  2d.  Mucilaginom  Food;  turnips,  asparagus,  cab- 
1  bage,  melons,  gum-arabic,  etc. 

;  3d.  Food  .•  sugar,  figs,  raisins,  molasses,  etc. 

I  4th.  Acid  Food;  oranges,  peaches,  raspberries,

5th.  Oily  Food ;  cocoa,  olives,  walnuts,  butter,  etc. 
6th.  Gaseous  Food :  milk,  cheese,  whey,  etc. 

7th.  Gelatinous  Food :  tendons,  chorion,  and  cel¬ 
lular  tissues  of  young  animals,  etc. 

8th.  Albuminous  Food :  eggs,  brains,  nerves,  etc.

From  these  classes  arc  formed  the  entire  diet  of 
man. 

As  a  general  rule,  In  Blood  Diseases  very  little 
animal  food  should  be  used ;  while  in  debilitating 
complaints,  as  Consumption,  etc.,  moat  may  be 
eaten  with  benefit.  ^ 

Soups  containing  rice  and  other  vegetables  arc 
nutritious  and  digestible. 

Milk  is  considered  a  model  food,  containing  all  the^' 
various  plastic,  oleaginous,  saccharine,  and  salinc'i 
principles. 

The  Potato  is  the  least  nutritiosts  vegetable  cul¬ 
tivated.  One  pound  of  potatoes  contains  only  one- 
third  of  an  ounce  of  flesh-forming  food. 

Peas,  beans,  etc.,  are  the  most  highly  nutritious 
food  known ;  but  they  are  quite  indigestible. 

Beef,  mutton,  chicken,  and  fish  are  moderately  nu¬ 
tritious  and  very  digestible.  | 

Butter  aids  nutrition  by  combining  with  the  al-  ■ 
bumen  of  the  blood. 

Cheese,  although  very  nutritious,  is  indigestible 
stutf  and  should  never  be  used. 

Tea  is  a  gentle  stimulant,  and  should  be  used  j 
moderately. 

Coffee  used  in  moderation  is  not  injurious,  ©s-  i 
pecially  if  drank  quite  weak,  but  used  very  strong  ! 
and  in  large  quantities,  it  greatly  injures  the  nerves,  j 

Cocoa  and  ch'jcolate  are  far  superior  to  tea,  af-  j 
fording  exceedingly  nutritious  liquid  food  in  place^^j 
of  mere  stimulating  drinks. 

Beer  and  liquors  are  stimulants,  and  should  never 
be  taken  except  in  minute  quantities,  as  medicines. 

Condiments,  as  salt,  pepper,  mustard,  etc.,  should 
alwavs  bo  used  sparingly.  1 
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yufri/iomnetifi  vs.  Digestibihty.  —  These  terms, 
though  often  confounded,  are  entirely  different  pro¬ 
perties.  Some  bodies,  like  cheeee,  consist  almost 
entirely  of  nutriment,  but  are  exceedingly  indigestible :  | 
while  others,  as  rice,  are  highly  digestible,  but  ecu-  ' 
tain  comparatively  little  nutnment.

There  is  often  a  great  difterencc  in  the  ease  with 
which  different  stomachs  will  digest  the  same  food. 
Some  persons  cannot  digest  some  one  or  more  arti¬ 
cles  which  are  acceptable  to  all  other  stomachs. 
Hence  no  infallible  rules  can  be  laid  down  to  suit 
every  particular  habit  or  condition  of  cither  health 
or  disease. 

Every  one  should  eat  and  drink  only  those  things 
^  whicli  he  may  find  by  c.'cperience,  or  peculiar  idio- 
k  syncrasy,  to  best  agree  with  his  stomach,  and  reject 
j  nil  articles  which  he  cannot  digest. 

Occasionally  we  find  the  digestive  organs  so  con- 
I  stilutcd,  that  a  person'  cah  digest  anything  in  the 
’  shape  of  food. 

If  the  stomach  is  apparently  in  good  working 
i  order,  and  yet  wo  arc,  from  some  cause,  losing 
I  flesh  and  strength,  we  should  resort  to  the  most 
nutritious  articles  of  food. 

If  there  be  no  appeflte,  it  is  evident  that  the  food 
eaten  is  not  perfectly  assimilated.  In  such  a  case, 
fasting,  exercise,  or  light  articles  of  diet  will  be 
found  advisable. 

In  sickness,  people  require  but  little  to -eat,  and 
that  of  the  plainest  and  most  digestible  kind.  Chick¬ 
en-soup,  gruel,  boiled-milk,  boiled-rice,  oatmeal,  fa¬ 
rina,  tapioca,  corn-starch,  arrowroot,  Ervalenta-Ara- 
bica,  slewed  tomatoes,  boiled  onions,  jellies,  toast- 
;  water,  baked  apples,  grapes,  oranges,  bananas, 
stewed  prunes,  white  llsh,  chicken  (stewed  or  roast¬ 
ed),  oysters,  and  a  little  rum  punch  are  preferable. 

Ale,  beer,  strong  coffee,  cheese,  pastry,  acids,  and 
condiments  should  be  scrupulously  avoided. 

Lemonade,  cider,  and  vinegar  are  almost  invaria- 
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j  bly  injurious.  Black  tea  is  healthier  than  green. 

I  Coffee,  if  not  strong  or  hitter,  is  strengthening, 
i  Tobacco,  if  used  moderately,  is  not  specially  in¬ 
jurious. 

Exercise,  compatible  with  the  strength  of  the 
patient,  should  be  taken,  remembering  to  avoid 
over-exertion. 

Walking,  running,  horse-back  riding,  exercise 
,  with  the  dumb-bells,  light  gymnastics,  base-ball, 
cricket,  rowing,  and  skating,  are  all  conducive  of 
health  and  strength. 

Salt-water  bathing,  Turkish  or  Kussian  vapwr 
baths,  are  highly  beneficial,  if  not  continued  so 
long  as  to  produce  exhaustion— a  common  fault- 
owing  to  want  of  knowledge  on  the  part  of  the  at¬ 
tendants. 


Health  Aphorisms. 

I.  — Rise  early,  and  take  a  good  walk  or  ride  be¬ 
fore  breakfast. 

II. — Do  not  eat  breakfast  immediately  on  rising. 
The  stomach  is  not  in  a  condition  to  receive  food. 

III. — There  is  a  great  virtue  in  fasting  early  in 
the  day,  and  at  evening. 

IV. — Let  the  breakfast  and  the  supper  be  light- 
reserving  strong  food,  as  meat,  etc.,  for  the  middle 
of  the  day. 

V.  — A  good  rule  would  be :  Rise  at  7 — breakfast 
at  8  or  9— dinner  at  1—  a  light  tea  at  6. 

VI. —  Elat  slowly,  masticate  thoroughly,  and  drink 

in  sip-i.  Very  little  fluid  during  meals.  Liquids 
shou’d  be  taken  an  hour  after  eating— then  they 
assist  digestion.  y 
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Cooking  for  the  Sick. 

All  food  should  be  prepared  in  the  simplest 
manner  possible,  plain  country  living  being  far 
preferable  to  the  rich  unhealthy  food  of  the  city. 

A  first-class  hotel,  where  alimentary  substances 
are  thoroughly  disguised  by  the  use  of  sauces  and 
/  condiments,  and  entirely  changed  in  chemical com- 
'  position,  is  a  hot-bed  of  indigestion,  disease,  and 
premature  death,  where  people  dig  their  own 
graves  with  their  teeth. 

In  regard  to  drink— the  less  you  drink  the  bettor. 
Drinking  large  quantities  of  fluid  creates  an  inward 
fever,  and  a  morbid  thirst.  Milk  and  water  are,  no 
doubt,  the  best  of  our  drinks. 

I  Cooking  renders  footl  more  palatable  and  digesti¬ 
ble.  It  promotes  assimilation  by  gelatinizing,  and 
‘  rendering  soluble  the  sarcoletyima  which  surrounds 
the  7nuscular  fibre  of  flesh,  and  the  cdl-waUs  which 
enclose  the  /af— thus  exposing  their  contents  to 
the  action  of  the  digeHive  juices. 

Cooking  also  destroys  the  animals, 

which  might  otherwise  produce  serious  disease. 

The  following  receipts  may  be  adopted  with  ad¬ 
vantage  by  all  classes :

Mix  one  or  two  table-spoonfuls  of  oatmeal  in 
three  spoonfuls  of  cold  water.  Add  a  pint  of  boil¬ 
ing  water,  and  boil  the  whole  about  five  minutes, 
constamtly  stirring  it.  Skim,  and  strain  through  a 
hair  sieve.  Add  a  little  sugar,  milk,  and  spice.- 
-  -  .... 
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Beef-Tea. 

Boil  a  pound  of  tender,  juicy  beef,  free  from  fat.  ■ 
ten  minutes.  Salt  and  pepper  it.  Cut  it  in  small 
1  pieces.  Pour  on  a  pint  of  boiling  water.  Steep  it 
j  half  an  hour,  and  strain  off  to  drink. 

I  Panada. 

;  Placr  in  a  saucepan  some  thin  slices  of  stale 
!  bread,  and  add  rather  more  water  than  will  cover  ’ 
I  them.  Boil  now  until  the  bread  becomes  pulpy,  ; 
I  then  strain  off  the  superfluous  water  and  beat  up  1 
j  the  remainder  to  the  consistency  of  gruel.  Add 
I  sherry  wine,  grated  nutmeg  and  line  white  sugar, 
j  This  is  fleliciousand  healthful. 

I  Blanc-lBang^e. 

I  Put  half  an  ounce  of  isinglass  or  gelatine  in  a  , 
I  pint  of  new  milk.  Stir  it  constantly  until  it  boiis.  ! 
j  Let  it  simmer  a  few  minutes  till  the  gelatine  is  dis-  j 
solved,  then  strain.  Add  fine  sugar,  and  a  few'  i 
drops  of  extract  of  vanilla,  and  pour  into  moulds. 

Custard  Apples. 

Takk  two  large  greening  apples,  peel  and  core.  ^ 
j  Then  put  them  in  boiling  water,  until  thoroughly  { 

;  softened.  Be  careful  and  not  boil  to  piece8,  as  they 
should  be  served  whole.  Put  them  into  a  saucer 
'  nearly  tilled  with  a  gravy  of  fresh  milk,  sherry 
wine,  grated  nutmeg,  and  fine  white  sugar.  The 
cavity  made  by  the  removal  of  the  core  may  be  filled 
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with  ?ance  of  butter,  sugar,  white  of  beaten  eggs, 
and  a  few  drops  of  vanilla,  or  lomon  essence.

Mackuatk  a  table-spoonful  of  sago  in  a  pint  of 
water,  for  a  couple  of  hours,  on  the  back  of  the 
stove;  then  boil,  constantly  stirring.  Add  sago, 
mace,  and  white-wine.  / 

Hygienic  Bi.scoit. 

M.vkk  into  a  stiff  biscuit  paste  one  quart  of  milk, 
si.x  eggs;  add  equal  proportions  «f  gluten  and 
wheat-middlings,  sufficient  to  bring  the  whole  to 
the  required  consistence.  Make  the  biscuits  thin. 
.Make  holes  in  them  with  a  fork,  and  bake  quickly.

VIII.  A  wine-glassful  is  equal  to  one  ounce. 

IX.  The  medicines  should  be  kept  in  a  dark, 

cool  place— a  closet  for  instance— that  is  not  too 
warm  in  the  summer,  or  so  cold  •that  the  medicine  ]

X.  A  little  soft  water  should  always  be  added  to  j 

the  medicine  before  taking.  i . 

XI.  It  is  well  to  shake  the  medicine  thoroughly  ^ 
before  using  it. 

XII.  Keep  each  bottle  well  corked. 

XIII.  If  a  medicine  should  seem  to  produce  an 
aggravation  of  any  complaint,  discontinue  it  for  a 
day  or  two,  and  take  a  little  camphor  water.

The  diet  should  be  light,  but  nutritious. 

Avoid  fluids.  Drink  as  little  as  possible— the  !  ' 
dry  treatment  being  an  important  auxiliary. 

Attend  to  ventilation.  Dress  comfortably.  Keep 
the  feet  dry  and  the  throat  well  protected.  Whis¬ 
kers  and  long  hair  are  serviceable  in  guarding 
against  sudden  changes  of  temperature.  L 

In  Catarrh,  moderate  smoking  is  advisable.  > 


Headaches. 

(Cephalagia.) 

Observations. — There  are  several  varieties 
of  headache,  to  which  most  persons — especially  the 
nervous — are  more  or  less  subjected. 
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Bilious  (or  Sick)  Headache. 

Symptoms,— Billons  headache  Is  experienced 
periodically.  The  stomach  Is  Invariably  out  of  or¬ 
der,  with  torpor  of  the  liver.  The  tongue  Is  coated 
and  the  breath  offensive.  There  Is  great  distress 
lu  the  front  and  side  of  the  head,  throbbing  In  the 
temples  and  Intolerance  of  light,  with  nausea,  fla¬ 
tulence,  and  low  8pirlt§.  The  eyes  blur,  and  the 
lips,  tongue,  and  hands  frequently  feel  benumbed 
or  “  asleep.”

Nervous  Headache  (Neuralgia). 

Symptoms.  —  Nervous  headache  may  arise 
from  Indigestion,  impoverished  blood,  or  decaying 
teeth.

Clavus  Hystericus  in  hysteri¬ 
cal  young  females  resembles  tuv,  pain  of  driving  a 
nail  Into  the  top  of  the  head. 


Organic  Headache. 

Symptoms.— This  form  of  headache  Is  trace¬ 
able"  to  tram  disease.  It  Is  indicated  by  vertigo, 
vomiting,  ringing  in  the  ears,  and  dull  or  sharp 
pain  in  the  head.

Plethoric  Headache. 


Symptoms.- -The  headache  of  plethoria  oc¬ 
cur*  in  fnll-bloodcd  persons,  and  is  caused  by  a  su¬ 
perabundant  flow  of  blood  to  the  head,  heart-dis¬ 
ease,  etc.  Puisation  in  the  ears.  Giddiness  on 
stooping.  Suffusion  of  the  eyes.  Swimming  in 
the  head.  This  is  a  dangerous  form — often  pre¬ 
ceding  apoplexy  or  paralysis.  ^ 

Treatment.— The  indications  are  to  reliere 
the  congestion  and  dyspepsia,  and  tone  up  the  gen¬ 
eral  system.

Liver  Complaijn^ts. 

Observations.— The  Liver  is  subject  to  nu¬ 
merous  affections,  among  which  may  be  named 
Congestion  of  the  Liver;  Hepatitis,  or  Inflamma¬ 
tion  of  the  Liver;  Abscess  of  the  Liver,  Cirrhosis

Symptoms.— Usually  one  eye  is  affected  first. 
The  vision  becomes  obscured,  and  objects  appear 
to  be  invested  in  a  cloud  of  gauze.  Sight  beet  to¬ 
wards  evening,  or  in  a  dull  light.  Results  in  com¬ 
plete  loss  of  vision. 

Treatment.— The  Surgical  operation  of  ab- 
torption  or  extraction  is  the  only  remedy. 


Amaurosis  (Drop  Serene). 

Observation's.- Partial  or  complete  loss  of 
vision  from  P*arsly8i8  of  the  Optic  Ner\-e. 

Symptoms.— In  commencement,  failure  of 
sight  is  only  e.xperienced  occasionally,  as  after  long 
continued  exertion  of  ■the  eyes,  reading  by  candle-

Glaucoma, 

Observations.— Glaucoma  is  a  peculiar  bulg¬ 
ing  outward  of  the  iris  and  crystalline  lens,  caused 
by  excessive  increase  and  consequent  pressure  of 
the  vitreous  humor.

■  febrile  phenomena  known  as  Intermittent  Perer 
was  due  to  marshy  miasmas,  but  fune  the  disease 
was  induced  could  not  be  demonstrated.

Symptoms.— Commences  with  languor  and 
jawnlng.  A  sensation  of  coldness  comes  on. 
Shivering.  Chattering  of  the  teeth.  Rigor. 
Thirst.  Headache.  The  lips  and  finger-ends  have 
a  blue  appearance.  Sometimes  vomiting.  The 
duration  of  the  chill  varies  from  ten  minutes  to 
two  or  three  hours. 

Second  Stage  (The  Fever). 

Symptoms.— Gradually  warmth  returns.  The 
shivering  ceases.  A  fiush  succeeds  the  paleness  of 
the  countenance.  The  mouth  become}  dry.  The 
tongue  is  furred.  The  skin  dry  and  hot.  Violent 
headache.  The  urine  scanty.  This  stage  wfiy  con¬ 
tinue  from  one  to  sixteen  hours. 

Third  Stage.  (Sweating  Stage). 

Symptoms.— This  also  comes  on  gradually 
The  face  first  becomes  moist— then  the  body  and 
limbs.  The  headache  ceases.  The  urine  is  passed 
freely.  Comfort  returns,  and  the  patient  often 
goes  to  sloop  and  sweats  profusely.  There  is  no 
definite  length  of  time  to  this  stage. 

Fever-and-Agne  frequently  results  in  enlarge¬ 
ment  of  the  liver  or  spleen,  dropsy,  and  general 
debility.

Pang) ;  Dropsy,  and  Aneurism  of  the  Heart. 


Atrophy  (Lcesening  of  tlio  Heart). 

Symptoms.— The  Heart  diminishes  in  size. 
The  pulse  small  and  feeble.  Pallor.  Languor. 
Palpitation.  Nervous  exhaustion.

Diuretics  axe  often  required.  IMhia  Is  one  of 
the  best. 

The  passions  should  be  held  in  subjection.  In 
many  cases  of  Heart  Disease  sexual  intercourse 
will  prove  fatal. 

The  diet  should  consist  as  much  as  possible  of 
liquid  food— as  soups,  gruel,  mush  and  milk,  bread  ’ 
and  milk,  rice  pudding,  etc.,  etc. 

Acids,  grease,  and  animal  &)Od  are  deleteaious. 

Tepid  baths  are  recommended. 
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Angina  Pectoris  (Neuralgia  of  the 

Heart). 

Observations.— This  is  an  affection  of  the 
heart  in  which  a  severe  pain  is  felt  in  the  chest 
with  a  sense  of  strangulation. 

SyiTiptOms.— Attacks  of  intense  pain  in  tho 
, breast.  Pulse  slow  and  feeble.  Surface  of  body 
cold,  and  covered  with  a  clammy  sweat.  Keeling 
of  suffocation  and  impending  death.  The  attack 
lasts  but  a  brief  time. 

Trealinent.— The  Extract  of  YeiUno  JemmdM.. 
;  Sulphuric  ether,  a  tea-spoonful  in  milk  frequently. 
Inhalation  of  spirits  of  ammonia. 

Electricity,  Turkish.  Russian,  or  Sulphur  Baths 
are  important  auxiliaries. 

Stimulants,  as  Holland  gin,  black  tea,  extract  of 
I  malt,  and  coffee  should  be  used. 

'  The  bowels  to  be  kept  moderately  free. 


Pericarditis  and  Endocarditis. 

Observations.— /’crtcojrfi/w  signifies  an  in¬ 
flammation  of  the  covering  membrane  (pericarp)  of 
the  Heart. 

End^-cardttis  means  an  inflammation  of  tho  lin¬ 
ing  membrane  of  the  Heart. 

Sym])toniS.— The  usual  symptoms  of  disor¬ 
dered  aetion  of  the  Heart  are  present; 

Troutincilt.— Avoidance  of  excitement  and 
stimulation.  Setlatives,  purgatives,  and  diuretics 
are  indicated. 
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AsTHMjV. 

(Bronchial  Spasm.) 

*  Observations.— Astluna  Is^a  nervons  disease, 

caused  by  a  reflex  spasmodic  contraction  of  the 
:  bronchial  muscles.  It  may  be  hereditary  or  ac- 
i  quirod.  It  is  a  most  capricious  affection.  Some 
.  have  an  attack  if  tliey  visit  the  sea-shore;  others 
arc  more  secure  there  than  elsewhere.  Some  are 
better  in  the  city ;  others  in  the  country.  In  many 
cases  relief  has  only  been  found  in  a  foreign  cli¬ 
mate.  China  is  free  from  Asthma. 

Sym]>toniS.— Every  night,  or  once  a  week, 
month,  or  year,  or  at  regular  or  irregular  intervals, 
the  paroxysm  occurs.  Most  frequently  between 
one  and  tliree  in  the  morning.  Headache,  flatu- 
:  fence,  and  itching  under  the  chin  are  present.  The 
;  pulse  becomes  feeble.  Free  perspiration.  Sensa¬ 
tion  of  suffocation— the  patient  opens  the  window 
:  and  gasps  for  air.  Eyes  staring.  Pale  countc- 
i  nance.  A  wheezing  sound  accompanies  the  breath- 
!  Ing.  Expectoration  of  mucus.  Finally  relief 
comes,  and  the  sufferer  is  enabled  to  pass  the  re- 
I  maiumg  hours  in  comfort. 

The  attack  may  last  a  few  minutes,  or  continue 
;  for  hours. 

^  Asthma  may  result  in  pulmonary  or  heart  dis¬ 
ease.

Treatment. —SuMBUii  exercises  a  specific 
contr,)l  over  Asthma— giving  great  and  immediate

The  tea  should  be  very  light,  say  black  tea  atid 
crackers. 

Strong  coffee,  rum  or  gin  punch,  and  smoking  aro 
highly  beneftcial  during  hn  Asthmatic  spasm. 

Chloroform,  Stramonium,  Iodoform,  and  Bromine 
are  the  principwil  remedies  employed  by  the  majori¬ 
ty  of  practitioners. 


Hay- Asthma  (Hay-Fever — Rose-Cold). 

Observations. — This  is  an  annoying  com- 
plainf,  combining  the  symptoms  of  Camrrh  and 
^Asthma,  and  might  more  properly  be  called  Ci»- 
tarrhal  Asthma. 

It  affects  some  pensons  during  the  time  roses  are 
in  bloom,  and  others  during  the  haying  season. 
The  smell  of  ipecac  will  produce  it  in  some. 
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SyiU})tOms.— Iloadache.  Irritation  and  siif 
fusion  of  the  eyes.  Sneezing.  Profuse  watery 
discharge  from  the  nose.  Cough.  Tightness  across 
the  chest.  Severe  attack  of  Asthma. 

TreiltniOllt.— The  treatment  required  is  simi¬ 
lar  to  that  of  Catan-h  and  Asthma. 

Th«  SrMBUi.  and  Xeuve-Food  reHeve  the  oppres¬ 
sion  of  breathing.

Ptlp]s. 

(Haemorrhoid.s.) 

Observations.— There  are  few  complaints 
which  canse  more  suffering,  an^  which  are  more 
generally  prevalent  among  the  people  than  Piles, 
or  Hemorrhoids. 

There  are  two  kinds,  thu  blind  or  bleeding 
The  blind  Piles  are  situated  ecrtemally.  and  the 
b'eeding  Piles  internally.  Often  the  two  va  leties 
are  found  combined. 
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The  pain  experienced  ranges  all  the  way  from 
the  slightest  twinge  to  the  most  overpowering 
agony. 

Piles  are  caused  by  habitual  constipation,  dras¬ 
tic  piils.  torpidity  of  the  liver,  silting  upon  hard 
seats,  and  various  excesses. 

During  pregnancy,  females  are  often  atllictod 
with  Piles. 

External  Piles, 

Description.— These  consist  of  a  knot  of 
veins,  or  one,  or  more  tumors.  Sometimes  there  is 
a  ring  of  lumps  around  the  outside  of  the  bowel. 

SyTn])toniS.— External  Piles  at  first  do  not 
produce  much  inconvenience,  but  after  a  time 
they  become  congested  and  inflamed,  and  great 
pain  arises,  attended  with  throbbing  heat,  and 
irritation. 

^Freattncnt.— Monesia  acts  like  a  charm  in 
every  variety  of  Piles. 

The  bowels  should  be  kept  relaxed  with  the 
Compound  Mat-Apple  Pills,  or  some  mild  aperi¬ 
ent  like  Extract  of  Butternut-Bark,  Linseed  Oil,  or 
Confection  of  Senna. 

Injections  of  warm  wheat-bran  water  will  be 
found  most  soothing.

The  amouKt  of  blood  lost  < 
may  vary  from  a  few  drops  to  a  pint  daily,  causing 
extreme  debility.  Moderate  bleeding  from  in¬ 
flamed  haemorrhoids  seems  to  afford  temporary 
relief.  « ' 

^Symptoms. — Tenesmus.  Falling  of  the 
bowel.  Uneasiness  about  the  rectum.  May  bleed 
profusely,  moderately,  or  not  at  all.  Irritability  of  ' 
the  bladder.  Loss  of  flesh.  Weakness.  Sallow 
complexion.  Biliousness. 

Treatment.— Excision  in  Internal  Piles  is 
dangerous.  Cauterization  is  agonizing.  The 
Moxebia  is  infallible.  The  Compound  Cukmicai, 
IIXALiNO  Ointment  should  be  applied  thoroughly 
up  the  bowel.

Liquors,  ale,  cider,  vinegar,  coffee,  pickles,  pas¬ 
try,  and  cheese  should  be  scrupulously  avoided.

Prolapsus  Ami. 

In  connection  with  Haemorrhoids,  the  bowel  often 
comes  down.  The  protrusion  and  consequent  in¬ 
flammation  is  the  cause  of  much  inconvenience  and 
eufffering. 

Tlie  treatment  cohsists  in  lying  down  and  smear¬ 
ing  the  prolapsed  part  freely  with  the  Compound 
CiTEitiCAL  Hbalino  OINTMENT,  and  gently  press¬ 
ing  it  up  to  its  place  with  the  Anger.

ever  acts  upon  the  brain,  as  Paralysis,  Spermator¬ 
rhoea,  loss  of  blood,  blows  upon  the  head,  sun-stroke, 
reflex  nervous  excitement,  etc. 

It  is  productive  of  great  distress,  and  is  liable  to  ' 
terminate  in  Insanity. 

It  is  estimated  that  there  are  over  <me  hundred 
thousand  cases  of  Epilepsy  in  the  Unite;!  States. 

Epilepsy  is  a  Nervo- Brain  disease  affecting  the 
nerves  of  the  brain  and  spinal  cord. 

In  ancient  times  an  Epileptic  fit  was  considered 
due  to  the  influence  of  the  Moon,  and  even  at  the 
jjresent  day  there  are  not  a  few  who  believe  in  the 
IKJwer  of  the  Moon  to  control  this  as  well  as  other 
maladies.  The  Moon,  however,  has  nothing  what- 
ever  to  do  with  it. 

It  may  here  be  observed,  that  the  sight  of  a  per¬ 
son  in  a  fit,  may  not  only  cause  one  iu  a  previous 
sufferer,  but  may  possibly  produce  it  in  one  who  has 
never  experienced  an  attack  before. 

Almost  without  exception.  Epilepsy  greatly  im¬ 
pairs  the  memory. 

The  true  character  of  Epilepsy  is  imperfectly  un-  j 
dorstood  by  the  Medical  Profession,  aud  it  is  be- 
coming  recognized  ns  an  incurable  malady,  evem  by  j 
*  our  most  distinguished  practitioners. 

Syill])tOniS. — In  the  majority  of  cases  there 
are  premonitory  symptoms,  warning  the  patient  of 
an  attack.  Headache,  dizziness,  spectral  illusions. 
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giddiness,  dimness  of  vision,  fear,  and  especially 
the  peculiar  sensation  known  as  Aura  E/nicpHca, 
embrace  the  most  frequent  premonitions. 

The  Epileptic  Aura  is  compared  to  a  stream  of 
cold  water,  a  current  of  air,  or  the  creeping  of  an 
insect  ascending  toward  the  head.  As  soon  as  the  I 
Aura  stops,  the  paroxysm  occurs.  Then,  often  j 
with  a  scream,  the  person  falls  to  the  groimd,  and 
is  violently  convulsed.  There  is  gnashing  of  the 
teeth,  foaming  at  month,  biting  of  the  tongue.  The 
eyes  are  partly  open,  and  glaring.  There  is  loss  of 
consciousness.  The  skin  is  cold,  the  breathing  al¬ 
most  suspended,  and  death  seems  about  to  take 
place— when  gradually,  the  alarming  symptoms 
subside,  the  convulsive  movements  cease,  and  the 
epileptic  is  loft  in  a  state  of  drowsiness,  from 
which  recovery  takes  place  with  exhaustion  and 
headache,  but  without  any  knowledge  of  what  has 
,  eccurred. 

The  fit  lasts  on  an  average  fVom  five  to  ten  min¬ 
utes.  The  interval  between  the  attacks  may  be 
ftom  a  few  hours  to  many  months.  Old  cases— as 
in  lunatic  asylums — may  have  several  paroxysms 
daily. 

The  repetition  of  attacks  tends  to  impair  the 
mental  faculties,  induce  paralysis,  and  eventuate 
in  total  idiocy. 

Various  accidents  are  liable  to  occur  from  the 
•  epileptic  falling  into  the  lire,  or  water,  or  upon  the 
sharp  edges  of  ftamitnre,  Ac. 

Tresitment.— During  the  at  the  patient  should 
be  placed  on  a  large  bed,  or  on  the  floor.  Head  to 
be  raised,  the  dress  loosened,  especially  ar^nd  the 
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throat  and  chest,  and  air  freely  admitted.  A  piece 
of  fork  or  soft  wood  should,  if  possible,  be  intro¬ 
duced  between  the  teeth,  to  prevent  injury  to  the 
tongue.  ' 

A  cold  shower-bath  to  the  back  of  the  head  and  | 
along  the  spine  will  be  found  very  beneficial. 

Snuff  blown  into  the  nostrils,  so  as  to  produce 
sneezing,  and  injections  into  the  bowels  of  warm 
mustard  water  and  sweet-oil,  have  been  found 
highly  useful  iu  breaking  the  spiism. 

During  the  interval  between  the  attacks,  our  Ailan-  1 
THUS  Exthact  should  be  taken  regularly,  accord-  j 

ing  to  instructions  on  package.  1 

The  liver  will  generally  be  found  out  of  order,  ^ 
for  which  employ  the  Compound  May-Apple  JHlls.

Sulphuric  ether,  if  taken  just  before  a  threatened 
attack,  will  generally  obviate  it  entirely. 

Temperance,  nutritious  diet,  avoidance  of  sex¬ 
ual  excess,  and  every  kind  of  excitement,  regular¬ 
ity  of  the  bowels,  removal  of  decayed  teeth,  and 
j)nre  air  are  absolutely  necessary. 

Self-abuse  is  thfc  cause  of  most  cases  of  Epilepsy. 
Ifnotatonce  abandoned,  recovery  will  be  impos¬ 
sible.  • 
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Tobacco,  coffee,  ale,  and  acids  to  be  abstained 
from. 

Very  little  animal  food  is  allowable. 

Iodine,  sulphur,  and  mineral  baths  have  been  ex¬ 
tolled. 


CoJS^YULSIOj^S. 

(Infantile.) 

Causes.— The  causes  of  Infantile  Convulsions 
are  constipation  of  the  bowels,  indigestion,  worms, 
teething,  fright,  and  repelled  eruptions.  They  are 
also  induced  by  scarlet-fever,  measles,  whooping- 
cougli,  etc. 

Symptoms. — Warning  ef  a  fit  is  given  in  the  j 
child's  rretfulness,  restlessness,  or  gritting  the 
teeth  in  sleep. 

I  When  a  fit  comes  on,  the  mnsclcs  of  the  face 
twitch;  the  body  becomes  rigid  at  first,  then  a 
twitching  motion  ensues ;  the  head  is  diawn  back¬ 
ward,  and  the  limbs  violently  extended.  The  fea- 
I  tures  are  distorted ;  the  eyes  glare,  or  roll  spatsnod- 
I  ically ;  consciousocss  is  absent;  and  the  eye, 
though  open,  is  devoid  of  sight — a  finger  passed 
over  it  cannot  make  it  wink.  The  ear  is  insensible 
to  sound ;  the  pulse  frequent ;  breathing  labored ; 
skin  bathed  in  a  clammy  perspiration. 

After  this  condition  has  lasted  a  few  minutes. 
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it  gives  way,  and  the  little  patient  falls  into  a  qnlet 
sleep,  or  dies  during  a  spasm. 

Sometimes  one  attack  is  followed  by  others  at 
brief  intervals.  These  are  the  most  dangerous 
cases. 

Treatment. — Ascertain,  if  possible,  the  cause 
of  the  Convulsion. 

If  the  gums  are  swollen  or  tender  from  teething,  I 
lance  them  down  to  the  coming  tooth. 

If  the  bowels  have  not  moved,  or  if  the  stomach 
be  swollen  or  hard,  give  at  once  injections  of  sweet- 
oil  and  warm  reheat -bran  water,  (from  a  pint  to  half 
a  gallon  will  be  required).  Rubbing  the  stomach 
with  the  hand  dipped  in  oil  and  mustard-water  is 
very  useful. 

Place  the  child  in  a  warm  bath  containing  a 
handful  of  mustard,  and  rub  the  body  thoroughly 
with  the  hand. 

A  pinch  of  snuff  to  the  nose,  so  as  to  provoke 
sneezing,  should  be  tried. 

Opium,  bleeding,  and  inhalations  of  chloroform  I 
or  ether  are  likely  to  prove  fatal  in  many  cases.  j 

Medicines  should  be  used  with  the.  grogtest 
caution  in  Infkntile  Convulsions, 
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I  St.  Vitus’  Dai^-ce. 

;  (Chorea.) 

1  Symptoms, —Inceeuant  epattmodic  move- 
1  meiits  or  the  voluntary  muecles.  Features  curi- 
ouely  twisted.  Jerking  motions  of  the  side  of  the 
'  face  and  shoulders.  During  sleep  all  these  move- 
i  ments  cease. 

■  Affects  children  principally,  although  adults  are 
i  occasionally  subjected  to  the  cloitic  spasms. 

;  Trcutment. — Avoidance  of  animal  food  and 

stimulants.  Coffee,  ale,  cider  and  liquors  most  in¬ 
jurious. 

Oysters,  lobsters,  and  fish  generally  are  objec- 
:  tionable. 

I  The  Extuact  of  Aslanthus  and  Nkrvb-Food 
I  should  be  taken  alternately. 

The  bowels  to  be  regulated  with  Seidlitz  Pow¬ 
ders,  Confection  Senna,  and  occasionally  Mat-Af- 
pns  PiLxe^ 

Phosphaieqf  Soda,  half  a  drachm  in  six  ounces  of 
soft  water,  should  be  taken  every  morning.  The 
Alkaune  Resolvent  will  regulate  the  digestion 
and  purify  the  secretions.

Sea-voyages  and  change  of  climate  advisable. 
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RifEUMATISM. 

(Arthritis.) 

Observations. — Rheumatic  Affections  ' 
abound  in  all  countries,  and  arc  among  the  most 
unyielding  to  cure.  i, 

I  The  true  cause  of  Rheumatism  is  not  properly  ; 
understood  by  the  Fhofession.  Like  Fever-and-  j 
ague,  Rheumatism  is  caused  by  a.  parotic  voge-  ! 
table  inspired  from  the  atmosphere.  Hence  it  will  ! 
be  produced  from  the  emanations  of  marshes, 
damp  places,  cellars,  and  stagnant  water.  Rising 
early  in  the  morning,  and  exposure  to  fogs,  and 
the  evening  dews  in  malarious  regions,  are  al¬ 
most  certain  to  produce  it.  , 

When  the  temperature  of  the  body  is  lowered  by  . 
wearing  dgmp  clothes,  catching  cold,  bathing  too 
long,  etc.,  it  is  most  readily  acquired. 

The  acid  or  alkaline  character  of  the  urine,  al- 
Hiongh  only  a  symptom  of  the  poisoning,  is  an  Im¬ 
portant  guide  in  revealing  the  condition  of  the  sys¬ 
tem.  If  the  acid  diathesis  be  present,  aAds,  as  lem¬ 
on-juice,  citrate  of  potash,  cider,  iron,  etc.,  Instantly 
aggravate  every  evil  symptotn.  On  the  contrary, 
if  the  alkaline  symptom  predoqtinates,  how  crimi¬ 
nal  to  administer  iodide  of  potassium,  soda,  mag¬ 
nesia,  etc. 

Syrnptoms. — Stlflbess  and  aching  pain  in 
the  buck  and  limbs.'  Pain  increases.  Fever.  The 
joints  become  swollen,  red,  hot,  tender,  and  painful. 
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The  shoalders,  wrists,  knees,  and  ankles  are  most 
frequently  affected.  The  patient  often  becomes  a 
most  pitiful  spectacle.  lie  dare  not  move  ;  pain  in 
joints  so  agonusinij  that  the  weight  of  the  bed¬ 
clothes  can  scarcely  be  borne.  Perspiration. 
Bowels  loose,  or  costive.  Furred  tongue.  Urine 
high-colored,  and  loaded  with  urates. 

Presently  the  fever  partially  subsides  and  the  dis- 
>  ease  runs  into  the  chronic  form,  in  which  we  find 
)  the  joints  stiff,  sore,  and  greatly  swollen,  jvnd  lame- 
I  ness  in  the  hip,  knee,  or  ankle.  The  toes  and  fin-  ‘ 
I  gersare  sometimes  permanently  forced  out  of  sliape,  ^ 
j  or  ankylosed.  Every  change  of  weather  is  acute- 
j  ly  felt,  and  the  rheumatic  suffers  much  from  cold. 

I  There  is  obstructed  circ\ilaUon ;  the  extremities  are 
j  cold,  and  the  joints  crack  distinctly  on  movement. 

The  disease  may  terminate  in  a  brief  period,  or 
I  continue  a  life-time.

Change  of  climate,  sea- voyages,  residence  ia  warm 
climates,  or  on  elevated  or  mountainous  lands, 
and  mineral  spring  waters  arc  of  great  efficacy.

Observations. — Qout  is  simply  a  form  of 
Rheumatism  usually  located  iu  the  ball  of  the  foot, 
great  toe,  or  heel. 

It  commonly  affects  the  rich,  although  many  poor 
are  deplorably  aflbcted  with  it. 

Iligh  living,  indolent  habits,  animal  food,  ale, 
and  various  excesses  tend  to  produce  it.  But  the 
great  originator  of  most  diseases  is  acid  poisoning. 

Symptoms,— The  attack  may  be  preceded  by 
sour  stomach,  pain  in  the  left  side,  irregular  throb¬ 
bing  of  the  heart,  dry  skin,  itching,  and  high-color¬ 
ed  urine.  Often  there  is  no  warning.  The  Tictim 
goes  to  bed  apparently  well,  but,  about  two  or 
three  in  the  morning,  awakoe  with  a  burning  and 
severe  pain  in  the  ball  of  the  great  toe  or  heeL  In 
the  morning  the  part  is  found  red,  swollen,  and  ex¬ 
quisitely  painful  to  the  touch.  There  is  fever, 
restlessness,  and  Irritability  of  temper.  The 
tongue  is  coated,  the  urine  scanty,  and  the  bowels 
are  consti]>ate<i. 

The  suffering  is  often  very  intense  ;  but  its  dura¬ 
tion  is  only  a  few  days.  The  patient  regains  health, 
and  soon  forgets  the  gouty  paroxysm.  At  first  a 
happy  Interval  of  two  or  three  years  may  elapse. 
Presently  another  attack  takes  place— the  Intervals 
of  freedom  from  the  complaint  shorten— until  final¬ 
ly  the  subject  is  hardly  ever,  free  from  attaoks. 
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Chalk-stones  form  in  the  joints,  and  the  condition  i 
of  the  suflerer  becomes  most  wretched.  j

Lumbago.

The  best  definition  of  the  affection  is  nerve-pcAn. 

When  the  pain  affects  the  fifth  pair  of  nerves  H  is 
named  Tic  Doloreux  ;  when  in  the  head— 
nia/  the  sciatic  nerve— iciofica. 


Tic  Doloreux. 

Symptoms.— Tic  Doloreux  may  be  caused  by 
decay  of  the  teeth,  kidney-disease,  vitiated  secre¬ 
tions,  and  impure  blood.  Morbid  condition  of  the 
teeth  the  most  frequent  cause.  The  pain  may  have 
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its  ori^n  in  the  teetli,  without  there  bein"  any 
tootliache. 

I  The  pain  comee  on  gradually — perliaps  as  a  mo- 
i  mentary  twinge ;  but  soon  it  increases  in  sever¬ 
ity,  and  becomes  lancinating,  burning,  intense.  It 
may  be  felt  in  tht  lips,  the  eyebrows,  the  cheeks, 

I  and  the  nostrils.  It  sometimes  seriously  affects 
;  the  eye — blindness  having  resulted  from  neuralgic 
attacks  of  the  organ. 

T  r  e  a  t  Ill  e  11 1.— The  Neuraloo-Rukumatio 
Elixir  acta  specifically  upon  Neuralgia.  The  bow¬ 
els  should  be  kept  free  with  the  Compound  Mat- 
Apple  PiLUs.  During  the  intervals  between  at¬ 
tacks  the  Compound  Fi.uid  Extract  op  Cancer- 
Plant  should  be  taken  regularly,  while  the  diges¬ 
tive  functions  are  to  be  regulated  with  the  Alka¬ 
line  Resolvent. 

The  mouth  must  be  carefully  examined,  and  If  * 
any  teeth  are  diseased  they  should  be  extracUd.

Hemicrania, 

Symptoms.—  This  is  neuralgic  pain  confined 
t«  one  side  of  the  head— generally  the  brow  and 
forehead.  May  be  perjodical.  Often  accompanied 
with  sick  stomach.  Is  termed  Sun-pain  from  the 
circumstance  of  being  most  severe  while  the  sun 
continues  above  the  horizon. 

T  real  m  e  n  t,— The  Neuralgo-Rukumatic 
E’Lixih,  and  Compound  Mat-Applk  Pills  will 
ordinarily  effect  a  cure.  The  Alkalink  Rbsol- 
VENT  ami  Headache  Pills  cannot  come  amiss. 

The  hypo-dermic  injection  of  morphia  affords 
great  comfort. 

Chloroform  or  ether  taken  internally,  or  inhaled, 
or  applied  topically  (cove-red  with  the  oiled  silk), 
gives  immediate  relief. 

Animal  food,  coffee,  acids,  and  pastry  to  be  avoid¬ 
ed.  Light  diet,  abstinence  from  animal  food  and 
fluids  enjoined. 


Sciatica. 

Symptoms. — Sciatica  consists  of  sharp  pain 
in  tliie  tielaiic  ntrve,  extending  from  the  hip  to  the 
heel. 
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Usually  one  limb  only  is  affected.  The  muscles 
feel  stiff,  and  the  patient  walks  with  difficulty. 

It  arises  from  pressure  upon  some  part  of  the 
nerve,  exposure  to  cold  and  W'et,  or  the  poison  of 
malaria. 

At  times  the  pain  is  so  great  that  sleep  is  pre¬ 
vented,  with  consequent  resulting  exhaustion. 

Treat  men  t. — The  Neuramo-rheumatic,

nally  ;  Cleavers  for  the  kidneys ;  and  the  Com- 
rouND  MAT-Apri.E  Pills  to  regulate  the  bowels.

(Tracheitis.) 

Observations,— Croup  usually  occurs  during 
the  second  and  third  years  of  childhood.  Nearly 
one-half  of  the  children  attacked,  die. 

Symptoms.— In  the  incipient  stage  those  of 
a  cold— slight  fever,  cough,  hoarseness,  drowsiness, 
snffftision  of  the  eyes,  and  mnaing  at  the  nose.  In 
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from  twelve  to  twenty-four  hours  a  wheezing  or 
crowing  sound  is  ol!>tservable  when  the  little  suffer¬ 
er  draws  in  his  breath.  This  wheeziug  inspiration 
and  feverishness  distinguish  Croup  from  every 
other  maladj'. 

As  the  disease  advances,  the  fever  increases ;  the 
breathing  becomes  more  hurried  and  obstructed ; 
the  peculiar  brassy,  crowing  sound  on  inspiring 
grows  painfully  loud;  the  cough  is  more  fi-equent; 
the  pulse  is  very  irregular ;  there  is  great  thirst ; 
the  child  is  irritable  and  restless,  while  the  features 
are  expressive  of  alarm  and  distre.ss.  All  the 
symptoms  are  augmented  toward  night,  with  re¬ 
missions  toward  morning. 

When  the  complaint  is  about  to  end  'fatally,  the 
stupor  becomes  extreme ;  the  breath  is  gasping, 
and  can  only  be  drawn  in  at  long  intervals ;  the 
skin  tnnis  cold,  and  the  invalid  dies  from  suffoca¬ 
tion  or  coma. 

TreatlllOUt. — The  usual  treatmeut  employed 
in  Croup  is  most  futile,  since  we  find,  that,  however 
early  or  perseveringly  applied,  the  complaint  usually 
hastens  toward  a  fatal  termination. 

Among  the  remedies  relied  upon  by  the  Old 
School  system  of  medication,  are  mercury,  tartar- 
cmclic,  ipecac,  opium,  blood-letting,  and  tracheot- 
,  omy. 

^  By  the  chemical  treatment.  Croup  is  treated  with 
unfailing  success.  In  no  disease  can  relief  be  more 
prompt  and  satisfactory.  In  fact,  by  the  timely  use 
of  the  remedies  and  treatment  here  recommended, 
recovery  may  be  assured  in  every  case. 

On  the  appearance  of  the  first  symptoms,  ..r 
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Htdkatbd  Oxymel  op  Phosphorus  and  Fusel 
Oil  should  be  used  persisteutly.  If  vomiting  is  in¬ 
duced,  all  the  better. 

The  atomized  CHEMICAL  SOLUTION  will  im¬ 
mediately  remove  the  false  membrane,  or  prevent 
it  from  forming. 

Lance  the  gums  freely. 

Lot  the  little  sufferer  be  held  so  as  to  breathe  in 
the  steam  produced  by  pouring  boiling  water  upon 
UHslacked  lime. 

A  snuff-plaster,  laid  upon  the  chest,  and  around 
the  throat,  is  important. 

This  plaster  or  poultice  is  made  by  spreading  a 
mixture  of  Scotch  snuff  and  flour,  about  an  equal 
quantity  of  each,  well  moistened  with  water  or 
milk,  upon  a  piece  of  muslin  or  linen.  If  the 
patient  be  far  advanced  with  the  disease,  it  is  well 
to  allow  the  snuff  composition  to  touch  the  bare 
skin ;  but  if  the  attack  be  slight,  a  cloth  can  be  in¬ 
terposed  between  the  plaster  and  the  flesh. 

Cloths  saturated  with  turpentine  and  wrapped 
around  the  throat,  are  decidedly  useful. 

Oroton-oil  rubbed  over  the  chest  is  recommended 
in  some  cases. 

The  hot-air  or  vapor  bath  exercises  a  controlling 
influence  over  the  attack. 

Very  little  food  must  be  given  during  the  parox¬ 
ysm. 

But  of  milk  and  lime-water,  carbonic-acid  water, 
cold  tea.  or  soda-water,  let  the  little  patient  have  all 
he,  or  she,  can  drink. 

The  diet  should  consist  entirely  of  fluids,  as  beef- 
tea,  soups,  and  gruel.

Fever  of  the  body  may  be  relievevl  by  tepid 
epongiug.

Coughing  may  depend  upon  a  variety  of 
causes.  Thus  it  is — 

Dry  and  hollow,  when  Nervous. 

Dry  and  tight.  In  early  Bronchitis. 

Soft,  detp,  and  loose,  in  advanced  Bronchitis. 
Hacking,  in  incipient  Consumption. 

Deep  and  distressing,  in  confirmed  Consumption. 
Short  and  sharp,  in  Pneumonia. 

Barking  and  hoarse,  in  early  Croup. 

Whistling,  in  advanced  Croup. 

Paroxysmal,  in  Whooping-Cough. 

Expectoration  is— 

Mucous,  in  Catarrh  and  Bronchitis. 

V  Pundent,  in  advanced  Bronchitis. 

Busty,  in  the  early  stages  of  Pneumonia. 

Bloody,  in  incipient  Consumption. 

Heavy  and  muco-purulent,  in  advanced  Consump¬ 
tion. 

Putiid,  in  degeneration  of  the  lungs.

The  diet  should  consist  of  ordinary  food;  but 
abstinence  from  fluids  is  enjoined. 

Should  other  complications  exist,  as  Kervcume/ts, 
Fever,  Diarrhtea,  or  Constipation,  Dyspepsia,  or  huii- 
gestUm,  the  appropriate  remedies  will  be  indicated. 


Constipation  of  the  Bowels. 

(Costiveness.) 

Observations.— Constipation  means  a  sing- 
gieh  condition  of  the  bowels,  by  which  a  tendency 
to  serious  disease  is  induced. 

It  is  caused  by  neglecting  to  go  to  the  water- 
closet  at  the  call  of  nature ;  want  of  exereise  ;  dys¬ 
pepsia  ;  sea-sickness ;  over-eating ;  and  binding 
medicines. 

As  a  rule,  most  people  have  one  or  two  evaooa- 
tions  daily;  but  there  are  some  who  only  go  to 
stool  ever]’  second  or  third  day;  and  there  have 
been  cases  in  which  the  bowels  have  been  known 
to  move  only  once  a  week. 
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Symptoms.— Functions  of  the  stomach,  liver, 
and  pancreas  imperfectly  performed.  Feeling  of 
mental  and  bodily  depression.  Sallow  and  pasty 
complexion.  Nausea.  Tenesmus.  Headache. 
Offensive  perspiration.  Dry  skin.  Highly-colored 
urine.  Piles.  Scanty  movements  of  the  bowels — 
the  fseces  hard,  impacted,  and  discharged  in  lumps. 

Treatment. — The  treatment  of  Costiveness 
I  Involves  medicine  and  management.  The  Com- 
pound  May-Apple  Pills  act  mildly  and  efficaciously 
in  remdving  intestinal  obstructions,  and  restoring 
a  healtliful  condition.

lettuce,  honey,  black- tea,  and  tomatoes.

Pies,  cakes,  buckwheat  cakes,  tough  meat,  ale, 
liquors,  cheese,  lobsters,  clams,  mussels,  salt  meat, 
cucumbers,  nuts,  pickles,  sausages,  and  hard-boiled 
eggs  to  be  carefully  shinned. 

An  attempt  should  be  made  to  evacuate  the 
bowels  at  a  regular  hour  daily. 

Straining,  however,  is  disadvantageous,  as  it 
tends  to  engender  Piles. 
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Injections  of  warm  soap-snde  jnst  before  going 
to  stool  most  useful. 

A  Mattison  or  Goodyear  patent  syringe  should  be 
in  every  family.  (Price  $3.) 

A  little  ball  of  soap  placed  in  the  rectum  will 
generally  act. 

Beware  of  pills  containing  senna,  aloes,  podo¬ 
phyllum,  elaterium,  colocynth,  etc. 

Baratoga  mineral  waters  are  recommended. 


Diarrikea. 

Observations.— Though  more  a  symptom 
than  a  disease,  excessive  discharges  from  the 
bowels  often  require  express  medical  treatment. 

It  should  be  remembered  that  the  bowels  should 
not  be  checked,  if  the  passages  do  not  exceed  two  i 
or  three  times  a  day,  nule.ss  they  produce  exhaus-  i 
tion.  I 

Symptoms.— Purging.  Nau.sea.  Flatulence  j 
and  griping  pains.  Stools  consist  of  mucu.s,  or 
pale,  yeast-like  matter,  or  serum.  In  some  cases  < 
the  discharges  are  almost  entirely  composed  of  ■ 
bile.  I 

Chronic  Diarrhoea  is  a  most  obstinate  and  un-  j 
yielding  disease  to  cure.  ; 

Treatment.— In  all  forms  of  Diarrhoea  the  ; 
Liquidambau  is  absolutely  specifle. 

Tho  food  should  embrace  boiled  rice,  wheat 
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bread,  cabbage,  potatoes,  tomatoes,  farina,  beef, 
mutton,  and  white  fish. 

Daily  injections  of  cool  water  are  very  beneficial. 

Acids,  pastry,  sonjjs,  and  fluids  should  bo 
avoided. 

Change  of  climate  is  one  of  our  most  important 
auxiliaries. 


ClIOLET^A. 

>  Observations.— Epidemic,  or  Asiatic  Cholera 
is  the  most  fatal  disease  that  ever  ravaged  the 
earth.  Fifty  per  cent,  of  those  attacked — in  spite 
of  me<lical  treatment— die. 

In  some  parts  of  the  world,  as  the  Delta  of  the 
Ganges,  in  India,  Cholera  prevails  constantly. 

It  is  invariably  engendered  by  the  crowds  of 
filthy,  poverty-stricken  pilgrims  who  at  certain 
periods  flock  from  all  parts  of  the  Mohammedan 
countries  to  visit  the  shrine  at  Mecca. 

It  delights  in  the  abodes  of  dirt  and  squalor. 
The  crowded,  uncleanly  tenement-house  yields  the 
zymotic  holocaust. 

The  vagaries,  or  idiosyncrasies  of  Cholera  have 
I  long  puzzled  the  profession.  M’hy  It  should  visit 
some  places,  and  pass  otliers,  has  often  seemed  in¬ 
comprehensible  ;  why  attack  some  persons  and 
spare  others. 

But,  with  intellectual  progression,  the  mystery 
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fades  away.  The  new  theory  iHuminates  the  en¬ 
tire  subject,  and  explains  every  peculiarity. 

Cholera  is  caused  by  an  infinitesimal  entozoon  or 
aninudculce  (generated  from  decomposing  animal 
I  matter)  entering  the  circulation  and  causing  disin- 
)  tegration  of  the  components  of  the  blood.  The 
i  blood  being  nearly  all  water — 7d4  parts  water  in 
I  every  1000  parts  of  blood— the  rice-wafer  discharge 
is  simply  the  fiuid  portion  of  the  blood  running 
oflT— resulting  in  coilapse. 

Symptoms. — Premonitory  diarrhoea,  painless 
and  watery,  occurs.  It  is  so  mild  that  it  is  scarcely 
ever  observed.  This  painUts  diarrhoea  distinguishes 
Cholera  from  all  other  affections. 

In  a  few  hours  vomiting  commences,  the  dis¬ 
charges  from  the  bowels  increase  in  frequency  and 
copiousness,  and  assume  the  peculiar  “  rice-water” 
appearance.  The  skin  grows  cold  by  degrees, 
and  great  debility  comes  on,  with  cramps  in  the 
stomach  and  iimbs.  Feeble  pulse.  Oppression. 

If  not  checked,  the  stage  of  collapse  arrives,  in 
which  there  is  disappearance  of  the  pulse,  urgent 
thirst,  severe  cramps,  and  suppression  of  the  urine. 
The  skin,  blue,  shrunken,  and  icy  cold.  Pinched 
features.  Sinking  of  the  eye.  Cold  perspiration. 
Complete  arrest  of  the  circulation.  Cold  breath ; 
ending  in  death.  Death  takes  place,  on  an  average, 
in  about  eighteen  hours.  The  mind  remains  tran¬ 
quil,  the  intellect  clear,  and  the  patient  seems  in¬ 
different  to  his  fate  to  the  last. 

Favorable  cases  entirely  recover  from  the  effects 
of  the  malady  in  a  few  days. 
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Treatment.— The  Liqcidambar,  if  ,  used  at 
the  commencement  of  an  attack,  will  soon  obviate 
it  entirely.  | 

Recollect  that,  daring  the  prevalence  of  Cholera, 
all  watery  discharges  of  the  bowels  shonid  be 
checked  as  soon  as  possible. 

If  the  disease  has  reached  the  second  stage,  i 
most  vigorous  efforts  will  be  required  to  save  thp 
patient. 

Inject  into  the  bowels  the  following  mixture:— 

Tine.  Opii .  30  drops. 

do.  Matico .  1/.  drachm. 

Starch-Water  .■ .  Af.oz 

Take  at  frequent  intervals : — 

Best  Brandy .  J4  ounce. 

Cliloroform . .  .30  drops. 

Cayenne  Pepper  (ground)..  X  of  a  tea-spoonful. 

To  relieve  vomiting,  a  targe  mustard  poultice  to 
be  laid  over  the  breast  and  abdomen. 

By  this  method  of  treatment  immediate  improve¬ 
ment  takes  place.

When  Epidemic  Cholera  is  present,  there  are  cer¬ 
tain  conditions  which  render  individuals  liable  to 
'  the  disease. 

These  predisposing  causes,  are,  undoubtedly,  the 
use  of  bad,  unwholesome  food — such  as  stale  meat 
or  fish,  shell-fish,  high  game,  bad  vegetables,  unripe 
'  fruit,  impure  water,  etc. 
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The  effect  of  exhalations  from  badly  constructed 
eewers,  or  from  washing  the  sidewalks  early  sum¬ 
mer  mornings,  is  highly  injurious.  The  deleterious 
influence  of  noxious,  or  fatiguing  trades,  and  nui¬ 
sances,  is  very  great ;  while  intempei-ance,  unclean¬ 
liness,  vitiated,  damp  air,  are  all  prolific  predis¬ 
posing  causes. 

As  wo  have  stated  before,  anything  which  lowers 
the  vital  powers  will  predispose — as  fatigue,  absti¬ 
nence  from  food,  etc. 

Hence,  in  Cholera  times,  it  la  important  to  reside 
in  a  well-ventilated  house,  in  an  elevated,  airy,  dry 
locality— to  strictly  avoid  the  use  of  purgatives  and 
nostnims— to  have  plenty  of  fresh  air— to  drink 
water  which  is  uncontamlnated,  or  from  a  well  near 
n  sewer.  Moreover,  the  excre»  of  a  person  attack¬ 
ed  should  be  received  into  a  vessel  containing  chlo¬ 
ride  of  lime,  and  immediately  thrown  away. 

The  greatest  caution  will  be  required  for  many 
days,  after  an  attack,  in  regard  to  diet— many  deaths 
having  occurred  from  the  too  early  use  of  animal 
food. 

As  a  rule,  broths  and  farinaceous  substances  only 
should  be  allowed,  without  any  solids  whatever. 
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DySE]N^TERY.  I 
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Observations, — lullammation  of  the  Bowels  j 
is  frequent  in  the  months  of  August  and  Septem-  | 
her.  It  is  usually  caused  by  indigestible  food,  as 
unripe  fruit,  bad  drinking-water,  ice-water,  and  ex¬ 
posure  to  cold,  especially  in  the  vicinity  of  marshes. 

Symptoms. — Pain  in  the  abdomen.  Frequent 
disposition  to  go  to  the  water-closet,  with  griping, 
and  bloody  or  mucous  stools.  Coldness  of  the  ex¬ 
tremities  and  great  prostration  follow.  It  is  a  very 
fatal  malady. 

Treatment.— The  Liquiuambar  should  be 
used  early  and  frequently. 

The  following  mixture  should  be  employed  at 
the  same  time : 


Aqua  Camphorse, .  5  ij. 

Tinct.  Opii  Camph., .  3  j. 

Chloroform, . .  3  ss. 


Misce.  Shake  thoroughly,  and  take  a  tea-spoon¬ 
ful  four  times  a  day. 

Perfect  rest  Is  indispensable. 

The  diet  must  be  mild— as  rice-water,  arrowroot, 
cassava,  manioc,  tapioca,  sago,  farina,  corn-starch, 
wheaten-grits,  jellies,  chicken-soup,  beef-ita,  etc. 
Drinks :  cold  black-tea,  slippery-elm  tea,  ice-water, 
pennyroyal  tea. 

Injections  of  llaxseed-water  and  maticos  or  of 
linseed-oil,  are  most  valuable. 
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OllOLEKA  IXFAiS’TUM. 

Observations, — Cholera  Infantum,  or  “  Sum¬ 
mer  Complaint,”  is  very  destructive  to  infants 
teething  in  hot  weather.  The  deaths  in  one  week 
in  July,  1866,  in  New  York  city,  were  over  1,300. 

Symptoms. — There  are  diarrhoea,  vomiting, 
rejection  of  food,  debility,  and  sometimes  stupor,  i 
Fever  at  first,  gives  way  to  coldness.  Diarrhoea 
and  vomiting  increase  in  frequency — often  termi¬ 
nating  fatally. 

Treatment,— The  Liquidambar  is  here  most 
applicable.  | 

A  mustard  poultice  to  be  laid  upon  the  stomach  i 
—care  being  taken  to  remove  it  when  it  becomes 
painful,  as  blistering  should  be  most  carefully  1 
avoided. 

The  diet  to  consist  of  lime-water  and  milk,  ar-  | 
row-yoot,  chicken-broth,  and  beef-tea.  Raw  be^, 
rasped  very  fluoi,  is  excellent. 

I  The  head,  if  hot,  should  be  kept  cool  with  a  wet  ; 

cloth,  laid  over  the  forehead  and  scalp. 

I  If  the  child  be  feeble,  a  little  cold  black-tea,  con-  i 
I  taiuing  a  few  drops  of  Jamaica  rum,  may  be  used.  | 
I  Castor-oil  often  proves  an  important  aid.  i 

I  But  of  all  remedies,  nothing  can  equal  change  of 
air.  A  child  under  five  years  of  age  should  never 
be  allowed  to  remain  in  the  city  through  June, 
July,  and  August.  Residence  in  the  opeti  coun¬ 
try,  especially  on  the  sea-shore,  will  not  onV 


obviate  all  danger  of  an  attack  of  Cholera  Infan- 
tHin.  but  be  a  most  important  curative  agency  if 
the  complaint  has  commenced. 


i  Dyspepsia. 

Observations.— Dyepepsid,  or  poor  digestion^ 
j  prevails  among  all  classes  of  society. 

It  is  caused  by  over-eating,  eating  indigestible 
food,  want  of  exercise,  and  the  use  of  opium,  to¬ 
bacco,  or  coffee. 

A  jK;reon  affected  with  it  feel»  his  stomach  all  the 
time. 

Symptoms.— There  is  a  sour,  bitter  taste  in 
■  the  month.  The  bowels  are  constipated.  There 
are  headache,  heart-bum  (water-brash),  and  confs- 
siou  of  the  senses.  Sometimes  the  eyes  blur. 
The  liver  and  kidneys  sympathetically  deranged. 
There  is  always  an  uneasy  feeling  in  the  region  of 
the  bowels  and  liver.  Frequently  Dyspepsia  is 
combined  with  nervousness,  and  we  have  Nervotu 
Dyspepsia. 

Treatment.- The  Alkaunb  Resolvent  ex¬ 
ercises  a  powerful  influence  over  the  myriad  symp¬ 
toms  of  Dyspepsia.

Nothing  equals  stewed  tomatoes,  boiled  onions,  i 
roasted  oysters,  stewed  prunes,  cherries,  and  T 
peaches,  grapes,  roast  mutton,  and  chicken-soup,  i 
in  Dyspepsia.  i 

Masticate  food  thoroughly.  Do  not  drink  during  ; 
meals.  i 

Sea-air,  mineral  waters,  and  gymnastic  exercises  | 
are  invaluable.  ; 

If  there  is  acidity  of  the  stomach,  a  pinch  of  ; 
carbonate  of  magnesia  will  correct  it.  ,

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Deafness. 

Observations.— Deafness  is  a  great  calamity. 
A  person  hard  of  hearing  presents  a  dull,  morose 
api>earance.  In  the  hours  of  business  or  pleasure 
the  deaf  dwell  in  unbroken  solitude.  They  are 
suspicious,  unsocial,  and  irritable,  constantly  im- 
nglning  themselves  the  subject  of  remark  and  ridi¬ 
cule. 

I  The  treatment  of  Deafness  is  entirely  empirical. 

I  Many  educated  physicians  frankly  confess  tlieir  ina- 
i  bility  to  fathom  its  cause  and  pathology ;  conse¬ 
quently  its  victims,  in  despair,  fall  into  the  hands 
of  a  set  of  vampires,  who  extort  fabulous  amounts. 
One  of  these  charlatans,  whose  name  had  become  a 
stench  in  the  nostrils  and  a  by-word  of  infamy  in 
the  City  of  New  York,  until  forced  to  leave  for 
'  .-want  of  patronage,  is  now  travelling  throughout  the 
country. 

The  ear  is  a  most  delicate  and  complicated  organ, 
and  only  those  possessed  of  an  intimate  knowledge 
of  its  anatomy,  and  the  pathology  of  Deafness,  are 
capable  of  treating  the  deaf. 

The  chief  producing  causes  of  Deafness  are,  cold, 
draughts  of  air,  bathing,  violence  to  the  ears,  sudden 
shocks,  blows  upon  the  head,  fevers,  'scrofula  or 
^  syphilis,  and  the  use  of  various  medicines. 

I  ‘  Deafhess  may  also  arise  from  accumulation  of 
wax  in  the  ear,  thickening  of  the  membrana  tym- 
pani— obstraction  of  the  Eustachian  tube— destruc¬ 
tion  of  the  bones  of  the  ear— perforation  of  the 
drum  membrane — paralysis  of  the  auditory  nerve.

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Inflammation  of  the  Meatus  Auditorium. 

Observations. — The  meatus,  or  paasage  of 
the  ear,  may  become  inflamed  from  the  introduc¬ 
tion  of  irritating  substances,  hardened  wax,  blows 
on  the  side  of  the  head,  etc. 

Symptoms. — Dull  ache,  increased  on  moving 
the  jaw.  The  canal  may  l)ecome  tumefied  and 
almost  closed.  In  a  day  or  two,  there  is  a  profuse 
secretion  of  mucus.  This  may  cease,  and  dry,  epi¬ 
thelial  scales  be  thrown  off.  There  is  considerable 
itching.  The  scales  sometimes  fill  the  passage,  and 
diminish  the  hearing. 

A  small  sore  is  occasionally  found  within  the 
meatus,  which  causes  much  pain,  and  dulncss  of 
hearing. 

Treatment. — Syringe  the  ear  with  the  follow¬ 
ing  mixture : 

Chlorate  of  potash . One  drachm. 

Warm  wheat-bran  water  (strained). . .  Two  ounces. 

After  syringing,  place  a  small  wad  of  cotton,  dip¬ 
ped  in  the  O.xyd-Pukntl,  within  the  ear. 

The  bowels  should  be  kept  regular,  for  which 
purpose  use  the  Compound  May-Apple  Filin. 

Vapor-baths,  sea-bathing,  and  cliange  of  climate 
beneficial. 


Inflammation  of  the  Membrana  Tympani. 

Observations. — inflammation  of  the  drum- 
covering  is  caused  by  cold,  the  presence  of  foreign 
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snbetancesi,  inflammation  of  the  external  paaBagc, 
Byphilis,  impoverished  bloo<l,  etc. 

Symptoms. —  Feeling  of  discomfort  in  the 
affecte<l  side.  Itching.  Deafness.  In  severe  cases 
the  membrane  may  become  perforated,  in  which 
event,  the  hearing  is  destroyed  beyond  the  possi¬ 
bility  of  return.  Another  result  is  relaxation  of 
the  membrane,  which  looses  its  natural  resiliency, 
becomes  flaccid,  and  falls  inward,  also  resulting  in 
loss  of  hearing.  A  third  consequence  is  thicken¬ 
ing  of  the  membrana  tympaui. 

All  of  these  are  curable,  except  perforation,  or 
destruction  of  the  drum-membrane. 

Treatment.— Syringe  the  ear  carefully  with 
the  chlorate  of  imtash  and  wann  water,  and  use 
Oxtd-Phevyi.,  as  directed  in  luflammatiou  of  the 
Meatus  Auditorium. 


Inflammation  of  the  Tympanic  Cavity. 

Observations. — inflammation  of  the  tympa¬ 
num  or  drum  of  the  ear  is  a  severe  complaint.  It 
may  arise  from  c*ld,  rheumatism,  syphilis,  or 
fever. 

Symptoims.— At  first,  there  is  a  sensation  of 
./■  uncusiuess  in  the  ear,  on  blowing  the  nose  or 
swallowing.  Presently  the  discomfort  becomes 
incessant  and  intense.  Feeling  of  distension  in 
the  head.  More  or  less  Deafness.  Noises  in  the 
ear.  Ueaduche  and  delirium.  Relief  is  obtained 
when  suppuration  ensues. 
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Treatment. — The  bowels  should  be  kept  free, 
and  perfect  rest  enjoined. 

A  hot  flaxseed  poultice,  placed  over  the  ears,  and 
occasionally  renewed,  will  prove  very  useful. 

The  vapor  of  boiling  water  containing  a  little 
spium  or  chloroform  affords  most  grateful  relief. 

Vapor-baths  afibrd  relief. 


I  Ear-ache,  ( Otalgia.) 

Observations.— Ear-ache  may  arise  from  the 
presence  of  irritating  substances  placed  in  tlie  ears, 
carious  teeth,  rheumatism,  neuralgia,  or  derange¬ 
ment  of  the  stomach,  etc. 

Symptoms. — Oflen  the  affection  is  true  neu¬ 
ralgia,  or  tic-doloreux.  Fever  and  inflammation 
are  absent.  An  infant  may  suffer  without  beiiigy' 
able  to  designate  the  seat  of  its  distress.  It  cries 
or  screams  at  intervals,  burying  its  head  in  the 
pillow,  or  pressing  against  the  mother’s  breast  or 
arm. 

Treatment.— Mild  purgatives,  as  extract  of 
butter-nut,  phosphate  of  soda,  and  rhubarb  and 
magnesia. 

Decayed  teeth  to  be  extracted. 

Holding  the  ear  over  the  vapor  of  boiling  water 
containing  herbs,  as  hops,  catnip,  onion-tops,  etc. 

Throe  or  four  drops  of  almond  oil,  with  dri>p 
of  laudanum,  should  be  dropped  into  the  affected 
I  ear. 

I 
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Otorrhoea,  (Discharge  from  the  Ear.) 

Observations.— A  discharge  from  the  ear 
may  be  thick  or  thin,  or  muco-purulent.  It  is  a 
symptom  of  certain  diseases  of  tlie  ear,  as  polypus, 
scrofula,  ulceration  of  tha  membraua  tympuni,  etc. 

It  frequently  occurs  in  young  children  at  the  period 
of  dentitiou.  . 

i'  Svniptonis. — The  discharge  is  li.able  to  be¬ 
come  chronic— in  course  of  time  destroying  the 
membrana-tympani,  the  ossicula  auditus,  and  caus- 
•  ing  caries  of  the  bony  wails  of  tlfe  meatus  and 
tympanum.  The  destructive  process  may  extend 
along  the  temporal  bone,  until  the  brain  audits 
membranes  become  involved,  and  death  ensues 
therefrom. 

Treatment.— Syringe  the  ear  with  warm  wa¬ 
ter,  containing  glycerine,  or  wheat-bran  (strained). 

The  Oxyn-PiiENYi,  is  excellent,  if  applied  in  mi¬ 
nute  quantities  by  syringing,  or  on  a  small  wad  of 
cotton. 

Animal  flood  should  be  avoided  as  much  as  possi¬ 
ble.  f 

I  Acids,  stimulants,  and  grease  contra-indicated.

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The  prcperce  of  aHKnven  in  the  urine  Ip  the  chief 
distinjjnishing  cliaracterietic  of  thip  dipeape.  The 
tests  for  albumen,  by  nitric-acid  aud  heat,  are 
easily  applied.  The  microscope  will  also  show  free  I 
renal  epithelium,  and  pmall  tubes  in  the  urine. 

Symptoms.— Bright’s  Disease  approaches  so 
slowly  as  scarcely  to  be  noticed.  At  first,  gradual 
loss  of  flesh  and  strength,  shortness  of  breath, 
paleness  and  pufflness  of  the  face,  and  frequent 
desire  to  urinate.  Presently  the  urine  becomes  al¬ 
buminous,  and  filled  with  disintegrated  epithelial  I 
cells.  Local  or  general  dropsy.  Derangement  of  | 
the  functions  of  the  heart  and  nervous  centres,  i 
The  kidneys  become  granular  and  contracted.  1 
We  have  indigeetiou,  dizz.ness,  convulsions,  vom¬ 
iting,  etc. 

The  general  tendency  is  toward  a  fatal  result. 
Death  may  arise  from  urctmia  (the  blood  becoming 
poisoned  from  the  urine  entering  the  circulation), 
or  from  dropsy,  consumption,  ulceration,  or  ex¬ 
haustion. 

Treatment.— Lithia  is  the  finest  remedy  ki 
Bright’s  Disease  of  the  Kidneys,  dropsy,  suppres¬ 
sion  of  urine,  nephritis,  and  pain  in  the  back,  that 
we  have  ever  beheld.

Diet :  beef,  mutton,  boiled  milk,  black  tea,  raw 
eggs,  soups,  white  fish,  boiled  rice,  linseed  bread, 
tomatoes,  onions,  beans,  peas,  stewed  prunes, 
fruits,  etc. 

To  be  avoided :  spirits,  beer,  eotfoe,  acids,  pastry, 
cheese,  pork,  etc. 

Sea  air,  moderate  exercise,  and  change  of  cli¬ 
mate,  will  accomplish  much  for  invalids. 


Nephritis, 

(Inflammation  of  the  Kidneys.) 

Obsei’VlXtioilS.— Nephritis  signifies  an  .acute 
or  chronic  iullammatiou  of  the  substance  of  the 
Kidneys.  It  may  be  caused  by  cold,  intemperance, 
mechanical  injuries,  powerful  diuretics,  as  tincture 
cantharides,  oil  of  turpentine,  acids,  gravel,  im¬ 
proper  food,  and  various  excesses.

We  are  familiar  with  a  case 
in  which  a  person,  laboring  under  this  affection, 
took  a  dose  of  spirits  of  turpentine  with  fatal 
eflTect. 

Symptoms.— Pain  and  aching  in  the  back— 
the  pain  often  extending  along  the  ureters  to  the 
bladder.  Fever  and  full  pulse.  Urine  high-colored, 
and  containing  a  reddish  sediment  which  tena¬ 
ciously  coats  the  surface  of  a  vessel.

Urine  frequently  contains  blood, 
pus,  and  renal  casts. 

Although  a  patient  may  recover  fVom  an  attack, 
the  foundation  for  grave  Kidney  disease  is  laid. 

Treatment,— Hot  hip  baths.  Lithta.  Vapor, 
hot-air,  Russian,  or  Turkish  baths  will  be  found 
most  useful. 

The  bowels  should  be  kept  in  free  condition.

Warm  flaxseed-meal  poultices  placed  over  the 
Kidneys  a-flord  great  relief. 

Flannels  lightly  wrung  out  in  hot  soap-suds  and 
wound  around  the  waist,  are  also  very  eflicieut. 
They  should  be  renewed  as  often  as  they  grow 
cold.

Renal  Calculi  (Gravel— Stone). 

Observations.— Many  people  are  affected 
with  Gravel  or  Stone.

Lime,  in  some  form,  usually  enters  into  the  com¬ 
position  of  renal  calculi,  and  it  is  t-enerally  believed 
that  drinking  hard  water  is  the  principal  cause  of 
this  complaint.  The  State  of  Kentucky  being  almost 
entirely  of  limestone  formation,  cases  of  stone  are 
more  numerous  there  than  iu  all  the  other  States 
combined. 

Symjitoms  of  Stone  in  the  Kidney. 

—Incessant  back-achc.  Bloody  and  high-colored 
urine.  Nervousness.  Impaired  health.  Loss  of 
flesh  and  strength.  The  orgau  may  become  n  large 
cyst.  Suppuration,  aud  uneniic  poisoning.  Ten¬ 
dency  fatal. 

Symptoms  of  Stone  in  the  Bladder. 

— Severe  paroxysms  of  pain  in  the  bladder,  aggra- 
-  vated  by  exercise.  Frequent  micturition,  with 
small  quantity  at  a  time.  There  is  a  feeling  as  if 
the  bladder  were  not  emj)tied  by  the  act  of  urinat¬ 
ing.  Urine  thick,  and  at  times  containing  mucus, 
blood,  or  pus.  Tenesmus.

j  Empire,  sulphur,  iodine,  and  chalybeate. 

Russian,  or  sulpliur  vapor  baths  afford  much 
relief. 

Residence  by  the  sea-side,  quietude,  and  temper-  '

lation,  and  produce  their  physiological  effects  in  a 
more  sitisfactory  manner  than  solids,  which  often 
remain  undigested  in  the  stomach,  and  aggregate, 
thus  causing  alarming  symptoms  ;  or  pass  through 
the  bowels  undissolved,  producing  no  result. 


The  Manipulating  Cure. 

The  process  of  manipulating  portions  of  the  body 
with  the  lingers  is  highly  remedial.
